his is one of those rare occa- 
Tees Mayor Bill Smith is right. 

Commuters who drive into 
Edmonton every day and take 
advantage of city services are rip- 
ping local taxpayers off. 

Last week, St. Albert Mayor Paul 
Chalifoux went ballistic because 
city administrators drew a map of 
the Edmonton area which incorpo- 
rates St. Albert, Fort Saskatche- 
wan and a couple of minor satel- 
lites into its boundaries, 

Our mayor has in the past com- 
plained about the number of com- 
muters who wheel in and out of 
Edmonton every day. These peo- 
ple work here. And come to see 
hockey games here. And go to con- 
certs, art exhibits, festivals, or visit 
the doctor or just shop. But they 
live elsewhere. And they pay taxes 
elsewhere. Mayor Bill’s point is 
that these people, who wear ruts 
into the asphalt on their daily 
migration to and from the ‘burbs, 
are taking full advantage of all the 
services Edmonton has to offer 
but they don’t pay a cent to help 
cover the costs of those services. 

Back in St. Albert, Mayor Chali- 
foux argues that residents of his 
city make up for a lack of taxes 
paid to Edmonton in what they 
spend shopping here. But the 
amount of money someone from 
St. Albert spends at some knick- 
knack shop on Whyte Avenue 





doesn't increase the amount of 
taxes that business pays. It doesn’t 
do a damned thing for Edmonton’s 
infrastructure. 

If every one of St. Albert’s 
49,000 residents came to see a 
movie in Edmonton every day, our 
roads would just wear out all that 
much faster, and the theatres 
would still pay their taxes based 
on market value of their property 
— not on the amount of money 
they take in at the gate. Chalifoux 
is confusing civics and commerce. 

So let’s spell it out for him. St 
Albert’s own 1998 census says that 
16,194 St. Albertans are employed 
full-time outside of the city they 
live in; 13,925 of them work in 
Edmonton. A total of 2,635 part 
time workers have jobs outside St 
Albert; 2,292 hold positions here. If 
Mayor Chalifoux were to drive into 
St. Albert from Edmonton during 
morning rush hour, he'd get a bet 
ter idea of what those numbers 
mean, 

The tidal ebb and flow of com- 
muters clogs traffic for miles along 
184 Street where St. Albertans try 
to avoid the equally-congested St. 
Albert Trail. East of that, 167 
Avenue running east and west just 
on the northern tip of Castle 
Downs, and 142 Street, an over- 
used gravel road that runs up 
behind Leon’s, are both worn thin 
by residents of St. Albert. Traffic 
continues to pour in on 124 Street.

To be fair, every highway into 
the city is bumper-to-bumper 
every day as people come to their 
jobs in the city 

And yes, those roads run two 
ways. Just as Edmonton offers 
jobs and great shopping, St. Albert 
offers really big houses and mani- 
cured lawns and a lack of industry. 
But companies in St. Albert, like 
Hole's Greenhouses for instance, 
do a good job of luring shoppers to 
St. Albert. And the city’s fine 
lifestyle attracts people to live 
there. St. Albert resident Rick 
LeLacheur owned a home and a 
business in St. Albert during his 
tenure as head of Economic 
Development. Edmonton, when his 
full-time job in Edmonton was to 
promote Edmonton as a great 
place to live and do business. And 
there was a time when a chunk of 
St. Albert property was on Peter 
Pocklington’s shopping list as a 
possible site for anew NHL arena. 

So yeah, the roads run both 
ways but governance of the region, 
and payment for services, doesn’t.

But 
that can't stop the city most affect- 
ed by commuters from talking 
about it. 

More co-operation? How about 
it, Mayor Chalifoux?

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Partallen cat ladies flee to coast

dmonton’s infamous cat ladies 
Fs: they're so fed up with “prej- 
udice” against them from 
Alberta social services that they’re 
moving to Vancouver. 

“One is better off not fighting for 
welfare which is hardly worth 
fighting for. You end up being a 
slave of the state when they are 
the ones saying totally illogical 
things,” said Anne Abolins. 

She and her sister Lucy are 
scheduled to stand trial in March 
on charges of failing to provide for 
animals. Abolins wouldn't discuss 
events leading to the charges 
under the Animal Protection Act 
but wanted to address fallout from 
the charges. 

On June 15, Edmonton SPCA 
officials removed approximately 
240 dead or dying cats from a 
Parkallen home where the Abolins 
lived. More than half of the cats 
were dead. Eighty-three were alive 
but suffering from a number of dis- 
eases ranging from leukemia to 
feline immunodeficiency virus, the 
feline version of AIDS. The ani- 
mals were destroyed. SPCA offi- 
cials said the fact that none of the 
cats appeared to be older than six 
months indicated they had been 
eating their young to survive. 

The home itself was a health 
hazard with cat litter swept into 
piles — some knee high — 
throughout the home. In the 
garage, more than 100 grocery 
bags each contained at least one 
dead animal. For several days after 
SPCA workers removed the cats, 
other felines were rounded up in 
and around the home in traps. 

Abolins said that following the 
SPCA raid, the family suffered 
trauma. First, media hounded the 
family as they were kicked out of a 
second home near Saskatchewan 
Drive. They were then sent to the 
inner-city Women’s Emergency 
Accommodation Centre. Their 
troubles continued. 

“The WEAC residents were bel- 
ligerent and threatening,” she said. 

The three asked to be moved 
and were checked into the Lodge 
Motor Inn, “but 30 minutes later 
we were asked to leave and sent 
back to WEAC.” 

A copy of a letter Abolins wrote 
to Mayor Bill Smith complains 
about conditions the three endur- 
ed at the inner-city shelter. 

“Abuse of others occurs like a 


prison environment,” the Abolins 
wrote to the mayor. She also com- 
plained that the shelter seemed to 
be a legalized brothel with resi- 
dents coming and going at their 
will to ply their trade as prosti- 
tutes. A spokesperson from Mayor 
Smith’s office says there is no 
record of the letter being received. 

But WEAC manager Jeannie 
Bodnaruk says the Abolins were 
treated well. 

“I think because of the media 
attention, they got much more 
accessibility to agencies than most 
people do,” she said. 

“We took them in because no 
one else would. People bent over 
backwards to help these ladies . . . 
every community resource was 
available to them and provided to 
them.” 

The three “adapted well” to life 
at the centre, she added. It was up 
to the women to accept or turn 
away help, she said. 

Yet Abolins’ biggest complaint is 
that their psychological needs 
were never tended to. After the 
SPCA raid “we felt like tornado 
victims,” Anne said. 

Abolins said she and her sister 
were both rendered unemployable 
by the turn of events. For one 
thing, no one would give either of 
them a job knowing who they 
were; and they felt unprepared 
psychologically to face the chal- 
lenge of working. So they sought 
“an assessment as to our psycho- 
logical state at the time, following 
all the shock, trauma, after the 
fact.” 

The women required medical 
signatures stating they were unfit 
for work for their social assistance 
to continue after the end of Sept- 
ember, Abolins said. She claims 
that after being told by an Alberta 
Hospital doctor they would be 
referred to another doctor for such 
an assessment, no one contacted 
them. 

Anne Abolins also handed SEE 
Magazine copies of letters to 
Premier Ralph Klein, Human 
Resources Minister Clint Dunford 
and two financial benefits workers 
with social services complaining 
of missing welfare payments and 
the fact that eye exams are not 
covered by the department. 

The family also complained to 
Alberta Community Development 
that their mother’s Alberta Seniors 
Benefit had been cut back. A 


response from the departme;; 
explains that the shelter portion o; 
the benefit was withheld unjj; 
Victoria Abolins’ new addres. 

could be verified and promisi; ng 
retroactive payment once her res; 

dence was established. 

The three eventually found lod» 
ings in a basement suite on th, 
south side. A tenant at the building 
confirmed the Abolins moved 0); 
last week. And their phone has 
been disconnected. 

Anne. said she had been lookin: 
for jobs following the SPCA raid 
but without success. Dressed j; 
clean, neat, but older clothin, 
possibly second-hand, Abolins 
explained that “interviews wer 
not forthcoming.” 

She worried people would not 
give her a job because of the cat 
house. If a company did hire her, it 
would only be a matter of time 
before someone figured out who 
she was and she’d likely be fired 
for unjust cause, she said. 

“By and large many people do 
recognize the name. If not immed 
ately, it would be a problem after a 
time. It only takes one person to 
say something.” 

Jerry Bellikka, a spokesperson 
for social services, couldn't con- 
firm the Abolins were receiving 
welfare. But he did say the pro- 
vince takes every step possible to 
assist the hard-to-house and those 
who are difficult to employ. 

Clients who feel they have not 
received benefits they are’ entitled 
to are given extra help, hé'said. 

“We try to sit downWwith them 
and assess how their ase has 
been handled and what informa- 
tion has been given to them. It is 
not unheard of, for clients who 
feel they have received poor ser- 
vice, for it to be poor communica- 
tion,” he said. 

“Not everyone who walks in the 
door looking for assistance is a 
straightforward case. Some cases 
are far more complicated than oth- 
ers.”

Attenborough’s $45-million film biogra- 

phy of the famed Canadian environmen- 
talist Grey Owl opens in theatres across 
Canada on Oct. 1. The film stars Pierce 
Brosnan as Grey Owl, emerging Canadian 
actor Annie Galipeau as Pony, the love inter- 
est, and local actor Nathaniel Arcand as his 
best friend Ned Whitebear. 

No stranger to the small and large screen, 
Arcand has been in more than a dozen pro- 
ductions. He won an AMPIA award for Best 
Lead Performance in a Dramatic Series as 
William on North of 60; he was nominated 
for a Gemini for the same role. Although 
Grey Owl is shot in Montreal, Wakefield, 
and Chelsea (in Quebec), Ottawa and Hull, 
and in Hastings, East Sussex in England and 
is a Canadian production, the disarming 
Arcand’s credentials as a Canadian actor of 
note is not what earned him the role. He 
was with his agent in L. A. in February 1998 
for pilot season when a casting director rec- 
ommended him for the part. Arcand was 
later put on tape as an audition for 
Attenborough.

take you aside and help you with lines 
. After the take, you'd look at him and 
he'd smile, nod and give you the thumbs up. 


“He’s made great movies and I think he 
chose well with Grey Owl. He said he want- 
ed to do this since he was a child when he 
was at one of Grey Owl’s lectures in 
England. Richard told me he was honored to 
be able to make this film . . . his heart is real- 
ly in the environment.” 

Preservation of the ecology is a subject 
close to Arcand’s heart as well. He was the 
recipient of an Outstanding Achievement 
Award in Environmental Awareness in 
Canada. 

The visual splendor of Grey Owl stands as 
a testimony to why our wilderness deserves 
protection. It is a spectacular-looking pro- 
duction, exquisitely shot and lavishly show- 
casing gorgeous Canadian forests, lakes and 
snowbound fields. The film is exceptionally 
earnest about its conservationist message, 
and so heartfelt in its themes of growing 
love and dawning environmentalism that 
you forgive its languid pace. 

Englishman Archie Belaney immigrated to 
Canada at age 17 to live out his childhood 
fantasy of all things native. He impersonated 
an Indian and became Grey Owl claiming to 
have been the “half-breed” son of an Apache 
mother and a Scottish father. He lived with 
an Ojibway tribe and learned to be an expert 
guide and trapper. The movie tells Belaney’s 
tale in flashback to a reporter for the local 
newspaper. 

Ned Whitebear is Grey Owl's best friend, 
sidekick and confidante. Whitebear is the 
son of Pete Misabi, the Ojibway chief who 
marries Grey Owl and Pony. Misabi is 
played by Edmonton actor Jimmy Herman. 
While Arcand is considered the third lead 
and in 20 scenes, it is a small role because 
the film primarily focuses on the lovers. 
Hermans is a bit part, but his role and per- 
formance are so meaty his appearance has 
high impact. The expressiveness of his crag- 
gy and weathered face leaves a lasting 
impression on the viewer. 

Arcand maintains the filmmakers were 
very respectful of the First Nations People’s 
heritage and customs.

iumford takes a no-nonsense

human condition, it’s a breath of 
fresh air at the tail end of summer 
blockbusters and special-effects 
films. It’s hard to resist Mumford’s 
simple charms, even if it does take 
some highly predictable and cir- 
cuitous turns. 

Dr. Mumford (Loren Dean) is a 
psychologist who sets up practice 
in the small town of Mumford, 
California. Turns out he’s chosen 
some prime territory to ply his 
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trade. Everybody has a problem. 

There’s Sofie (Hope Davis), a 
divorcee with chronic fatigue 
drome, whom Mumford success- 
fully counsels outside office hours 
falling for her in the process. 
Multi-billionaire computer genius 
Skip Skipperton (Jason Lee) finds 
no one accepts him for who he is 
and finds solace in skateboarding. 
Althea (Mary McDonnell) embarks 
on shopping sprees to compensate 
for her loveless marriage to worka- 
holic Jeremy Brockett (Ted 
Danson). 

The local pharmacist (Pruitt 
Taylor Vince) is addicted to trashy 
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romance novels. Each character 
who turns to Mumford is likable 
and their problems seem to require 
no more than the application of a 
little common sense, of which 
Mumford has plenty. But troubles 
arise for the good doctor when a 
sharp-eyed lawyer (Martin Short) 
starts questioning his head-shrink- 
ing credentials. 

Despite the light tone, this is an 
intimate film which has a lot to say 
about the lost art of listening. It’s 
as though we’re intruding on each 
therapy session as each character 
unloads while Mumford listens 
and listens and listens. 





Writer/director Lawrence 
Kasdan (The Big Chill) returns to 
his strong suit — bringing together 
an ensemble of characters tied to 
each other by chance and allowing 
the humor to develop out of their 
interactions. While all the perfor- 
mances are strong, Dean deserves 
special mention for carrying the 
film as the likable psychologist 
with little to say and a lot to offer;

The resulting band — which includes pianist 
3runo Hubert, bassist André Lachance and 
drummer Dylan van der Schyff — has been play- 
ing together for six years moving from covering 
those classic Davis tunes to providing an outlet 
for Turner’s writing. Their second CD There and 
Back won Turner the 1998 Jazz Composer of the 
Year designation from Jazz Report Magazine. 
The mandate, Turner says, is to play it straight- 
ahead while working in sonic innovation and 
ever-growing levels of musicianship. 

“My personal take is to see if we can't stretch 
out a bit genre-wise while still staying loosely 
within the mainstream jazz tradition. We're hav- 
ing a great time and | don’t know if it’s entirely 
new, but I think it’s really fresh.”

he thing you must consider before going 
to see Picasso at the Lapin Agile is that 
it was written by wild and crazy guy 

Steve Martin. Because while you're watch- 
ing the show, his stamp is all over it in big 
capital letters. And that will make or break 
this play for you. 

Martin has taken off with a peculiar idea: 
what would have happened if, at the begin- 
ning of the century, Pablo Picasso and 
Albert Einstein met? In the hands of other 
writers, you'd get a solemn discourse on 
universal themes of love, genius and the 
very fibre of our being. With Picasso, the 
topics are still addressed but the heavy 
issues are understated and the events of an 
evening at Paris’ infamous bar, the Lapin 
Agile, are played out more like a Bugs 
Bunny episode. 

Picasso has all the elements of a good 
_cartoon with slapstick, farce, asides spoken 
to the audience and the players who pre- 
sent no pretense of being anywhere else 
but on a stage in front of you. This is, after 
all, Steve Martin's play. 

David Storch as young Albert Einstein is 
a genius. Somewhat fey, speaking with a 
German decent-and lisp and made up with 
heavy rouge and hpstick, Einstein is played 
as he perhaps was in real life. He has wit 
as sharp as his intellect and bounces about 
the bar room in a most Chaplin-esque man- 


ner growing more animated and talkative by the drink. 

As physical comedy goes, Storch leads the charge. 
Sometimes you can speak volumes without uttering so 
much as enviable: And to watch Storch’s physical portray-

n the last issue of SEE Magazine 

Leave It To Jane artistic director 

Tim Ryan suggested that Violet 
might be the best show the compa- 
ny has ever staged. Well, guess 
what? He may well be right. 

Jeanine Tesori, who scored the 
music for Violet has readily 
achieved the certain something that 
sets a musical apart from the mob 
of wannabes. Ryan’s exemplary cast 
delivered an energetic yet tightly 
knit and entertaining evening of tra- 
ditional Broadway musical. 

The music is lively, the tunes 
catchy, the forms simple, repetitive, 
yet not monotonous. Tesori has a 
fine ear for phrase and works the 
best of her writing to fullest advan- 
tage, wedding her most interesting 
themes to high points in the plot. 

The story is simple and employs 
many stock devices of the genre. 
Violet is a young woman, terribly 
scarred in an accident, who has a 
refreshingly sincere faith in the heal- 
ing powers of God — as delivered 
through the hands of a television 
evangelist. She sets out by bus for 
lulsa, Oklahoma, to be healed. On 
that bus she meets a salt-and-pepper 
pair of GIs, both. of whom fall for 
her despite her scar. Sound famil- 
iar? It might, but it’s unlike 95 per 
cent of all musical theatre you'll see 
in Edmonton.

two categories: dramatic theatre 
with incidental music in the form of 
song and the musical reyue — an 
unlikely, cobbled up ‘story’ used as 
an excuse for singing a bunch of 
someone's favorite tunes. Violet is 
the third, rarest sort. The musical 
wherein the only spoken words are 
prologue to song, the lyrics of which 
are the dialogue. The entire story is 
told in song. Virtually every spoken 
line in Violet segues into a song and 
the transitions are smooth and wel- 
comed by the audience, 

As nice as it might be to be told 
the story, the entire cast of Violet 
sings so well that I, for one, would 
rather listen to them sing it. This 
includes Sarah Dawson, who plays 
the 13-year-old Violet. Though just 
11, Dawson is a veteran with a fine 
sense of her abilities, and those abil- 
ities are well-honed. She often joins 
in unison duets with Dana Wylie 
who plays Violet. Dawson's ‘child 
voice’ works well with Wylie’s and 
she has the musical sense to know 
when to give over the lead. 

Wylie has a formidable presence 


and is well cast as Violet. It would 
strain the play’s credibility if Violet’s 
faith that she could be healed ever 
seemed insincere. Wylie has an 
ingenuousness that endears, yet a 
worldliness that evokes admiration. 

Equally admirable is Tony 
Sharkey as Violet's father. Though 
vocally not as proficient as many of 
the cast, his acting provides a stabil 
ity that grounds the story nicely in 
reality. Which is a good thing as the 
plot/story is a little thin, another 
variation on the coming-of-age/road 
story. Though most of us are willing 
to suspend any need of approxima- 
tion to reality in a musical, Sharkey 
does the play good service as he 
adds a dimension not normally seen 
in light-hearted musicals. (Attem- 
pted, certainly, but rarely seen.) 

Bob Rasko plays both the bus dri- 
ver and evangelist with tongue-in- 
cheek aplomb and delivers much of 
the play’s most humorous moments 
Fans of Johnny Collins, myself now 
among that number, will enjoy hear- 
ing his beautiful voice and marvel at 
his control and range. Althea 
Cunningham plays a jaundiced hos- 
tel landlady with caustic wit and is 
also gifted with a fine voice. The 
bottom line is that Violet is almost 
certainly the best Leave It To Jane 
undertaking in a long time. It is 
musical theatre as it was meant to 
be but rarely is.

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WORTH THE TRIP TO HELL

here was a time when talk of God 
T= enough fiction for the masses. 
Well, as any good-hearted priest is 
surely aware, that just ain't enough 
any more. Enter Hellboy, the comic 
book creation of Mike Mignola. 

If Mignola were an animal other 
than man, he would surely be a spider, 
intricately building a web of story and 
art with its own deadly geometry. And 
if Hellboy were written in Spanish I 
would still read it. It’s simply a dark, 
beautiful treat to linger over, with 
shades of Jack Kirby and Frank 
Miller’s love of shadow apparent to 
the least-learned comic fan. The color- 
ing is phenomenal, and the whole 
thing feels like those old Tarzan or 
King Kong comics from the time my 
father was reading pulp stories and 
fearing the bombs might drop any day. 

Hellboy is published under Dark 
Horse comics in a series of miniseries, 
so far dubbed Seed of Destruction, 
Wake the Devil and The Chained 
Coffin. There is a novel, too: The Lost 
Army (though I can’t speak to its qual- 
ity). Another comic, Hellboy Junior, is 
due out within the month. 

Hellboy's origin is, roughly, the 
result of a demonic summoning during 
the last days of the Third Reich. The 
wizard behind the hellspawn’s ride to 
Earth is none other than Rasputin, 
whose “greatly exaggerated” demise in 
Russia was merely the beginning of 


his dark career. Though, as we see 
later, it is not an easy one come the 
90s. 

Hellboy is a giant red demon with 
two circles coming out of his forehead 
— sawed-off horns. The design for this 
alone is worth a few comic awards. 
Other than that, he has no idea who he 
is, what his purpose is, or where he 
really came from. Given the hints that 
he’s going to be responsible for the 
end of the world, he tries to not dig 
that deep on the subject. Rather than 
sulk like Spawn, he is, to himself and 
his readers, basically a regular Joe 
with some special powers. He's, well, 
good at beating people up, and holds a 
job, hilariously, as a paranormal inves- 
tigator which leads him into all sorts 
of strange lairs, conversations with 
walking skeleton vampires and out- 
door wrestling matches with Hecate. 

What makes Hellboy special is the 
sense that Mignola knows what’s 
going on from beginning to end. 
Characters (various Nazis, mostly) 
that show up in the first few pages of 
the series show up hundreds of pages 
later, often as comic relief with dark 
plans, as if that were the blueprint all 
along. Unlike Dave Sim’s Cerebus, or 
even Superman for that matter, you 
don’t get the idea that longevity was 
an accident. Nothing seems tacked on 
at the end, and each of the volumes, 
with reason, reads like an old Russian 
fairy tale. His vernacular on that front 


is incredible, incidentally, including 
Baba Yaga as a sympathetic- 
though-evil witch and the descrip- 
tion of her home in this time as 
“beyond the thrice-nine lands in the 
thrice-tenth kingdom,” the geo- 
graphical end of the world in terms 
I first heard when I was a boy, as 
my grandfather's grandfather had 
as well. 

Mignola dabbles in myth. We 
pick up in presumably what is the 
middle of the story, leaving lots of 
room for what has gone before 
affecting what is to come. And 
unlike George Lucas’s dabbling in 
this same game a la Phantom 
Menace, Hellboy’s past looks like it 
is in fully capable hands. 

Part X-Files, part pulp fiction, all 
a strange morality tale for the 
times, Hellboy’s flaws drown fast in 
the wave of its sinister inks and 
quick pace. 
The’ Bible 
would do 
well to grab 
this kind of 
talent for its 
next printing. 
I can’t even 
imagine how 
wicked and 
beautiful the 
Old Testament would look under 
Mignola’s pens. For now, head 
south. Grab Hellboy.
